EDITORIAL COMMENT 


A CITY PARK FOR RENO 


A 


T THE meeting of the City Council Mon- 


day evening a resolution was prepared 


bv City Attorney Stoddard and passed to pub- 
lication by the Council Tuesday afternoon call- 
ing for the issuance of city bonds for the purpose 
of acquiring land for the use of the city as a 
park. This is certainly a move in the right di- 
rection and one that will meet with general favor 
by all who are earnestly interested in the ad- 
vancement of the city . 


The fcnly breathing spot at present within the 


city limits is a small square opposite the court 
house, and to what extent it is appreciated by 
the public is demonstrated during the present 
heated season, when the benches are occupied 
nearly all day and well into the night. 
It is true 


the city owns a block of land on Riverside ave- 
nue, near the electric light bridge, but the unim- 
proved condition and distance from the mam 
thoroughfares hardly entitle it at this time to he 
designated as a park. However, the time is not 
far distant when it "will be utilized and more es- 
pecially so if something is done to put it into 
condition.

There \\ill un<l<taslionabl\ be diffeiences of 


opinion as to where the city should make its 
purchase of land for park purposes, in the event 
that the bond issue meets with popular favor. 
It is to be e\pectc<J that ain number of "public 
spirited citizens \sith an axe to grind \\ill ad- 
•\ocate this or ihat locution, but the Journal lias 
sufficient 
confidence in the 
integrity of the 


Council to behe\e that the> will not be led astray 
b\ the alluring pictures of "hot air" real estate 
dealers. What the cit\ wants is a tract of land 
reasonabh close in that \\ill lend itself easily tc 
landscape gardening and the easy culture of 
shade trect, and lawns. It is not to be expected 
that such land is to be had for a song, either

by the city or a private person, hence there is 
more danger, in our opinion, that Council i: 
more likely to err in endeavoring to secure some- 
thing cheap than they are in paying a fair figure 
for a desirable plot. 


Like everyone else, the Journal has its opin- 


ions as to where the park should he located, but 
hesitates to make its selection known for the rea- 
son that prices would probably go soaring were 
it to advocate the selection of its choice. It is 
to be hoped that real estate men having suitable 
property in their charge will be far-seeing
